Di­ 
vide $5000 by 25 and claim $200 
each year us repreciation. 
While each taxpayer may deter­ 
mine the probable lifetiiny of his 
property without regard to the fol­ 
lowing figures, it has been estimat­ 
ed that the average usable life of 
a frame building is 25 years; a brick 
building 35 y e a r s, a stone or con­ 
crete building, 50 to 100 years. 
When in the course of years the 
owner of property has claimed its 
full cost no further claim for de­ 
preciation will be allowed. 
Intan­ 
gibles, the use of which in trade or 
busirn ss is definitely limited in its 
duration,, may he the subject of a

allowance.

are patents, copyrights, licenses and 
franchises.
